Attendance Boundaries of Schools Told
With the opening of schools 

of the Torrance Unified School 
District drawing near, attendance 
zones of the various elementary 
schools have been announced by 
school officials. School opens on 
Monday, September 17.

The attendance-zones will es­ 
sentially be the same as last 
year with the exception of es­ 
tablishing a new boundary be­ 
tween Torrance Kelementary and 
the Fern Avenue - Greenwood 
schools area, and new attendance 
areas for primary children for 
the El Nido and Crmshaw 
schools.

The boundaries are as follows:
Torrance Elementary: The 

area inside a lino beginning at 
Western avenue and 203rd street, 
west to and including 2210 - 
203rd street; thence south to the 
alley between Sartori avenue and 
Border avenue; down the alley 
to a point halfway between Ar­ 
lington avrnue and Cravens 
strret, continuing along the alley

between Arlington and Craven to 
the alley between Engracia ave­ 
nue and Post avenue; doVn this 
alley to Cota avenue; down Co^ta 
avenue south to Carson street; 
then west to Crenshaw boulevard 
and south to Lomita boulevard; 
thence east following the city 
limits. 
FERN AVENUE

F<-rn Avenue - Greenwood 
Schools: Eastern boundary   
same as western boundary de­ 
scribed for Torrance Elementary; 
southern boundary Lomita boul­ 
evard; western boundary city 
limits, including residential arras 
near Scpulvcda boulevard; north­ 
ern boundary 190th street.

At 
present, six buses to and from 
the area is run.

The biggest money-making line 
for the Municipal Bus Lines, for 
both the month of July was the 
Los Aijgeles-Torrance line; Carry­ 
ing 43,050 passengers during the 
month netted a gain of $1,751.02.

NTKT CiAIN OR LOSS

Whereas the greatest single 
loss for the month was recorded 
on the Walteria-Hollywood Rivi­ 
era line, the loss per mile on that 
line was 4c less than on the El 
Camino-Kettler Knolls line. The 
net gain or loss per mile on all 
the lines are as follows; Los An-{ 
geles-Torrance, 5.4c; Long Beach- 
Kl Nicto. 5.0c; El Camino-Kettler 
Knolls, 18.3c; and the Walteria- 
Hollywood Riviera, 14.Oc.

It was also pointed out that the 
Long Beach-El Nido and Wal­ 
teria-Hollywood Riviera lines 
each carried an average of 1.0 
passenger per mile, while the El 
Camino-Kettler Knolls line car­ 
ried only .07 passengers per mile 
and the Los Angeles-Torrance 
line 1.3 passengers per mile.
